% The paffengers on board the two packet boats which 
were taken laft week near Holyhead, by the. Black Prince 
and Princefs privateers, were very rudely ufed by the, men 
who bearded them ; they not only gave them the moft inful- 
ting language, and behaved in the moft indelicate manner to 
the women, but {tripped both crew and paffengers of every 
thing valuable they Could lay their hands on. The two pac- 
ket boats rarifqgméd themfelves from thefe renegade pirates 
(for they appear to be moitly Irith) for tosol. 

“ The Le Defpenfer picket, arrived here on Saturday, 
was Chaced into our bay 4 one of the above privateers, and 
would ‘probably have fhared the fame fate with the others, 
but fortunately the privateer touched on the bank at the en- 
trance ‘of our’ bay called the Kifh, which made her wear, 
and otherways delayed her, by which means the packet en- 
tered the harbour. 

* Laft Saturday in the afternoon an account was received 
here that the Black Prince and Princefs privateers intended 
that night or early next morning to land at Ruth, in order 
to take in water, of which it was faid they were much in 
need : In confequence of this intelligence, detachments from 
the Dublin, Mérehants, Lawyers, Goldfmiths, and Liberty 
Rangers Volunteers, affembled that night between eleven 
and_twelve 6’clock at the Royal Exchange, to the amount 
of 250 men, from whence they immediately marched for 
Ruth, to'intercept the watering parties. They arrived there 
by break of day, but the enemy not appearing, and being 
infdrmed the privateers had fhaped their courfe to the fouth- 
ward, the volunteers returned to the city. The fpirit and 
alacrity hewn by our volunteers on this occafion (in a march 
of 28 miles) thews how ufeful are the gallant corps either to 
proteé their fellow-citizens in their rights, or defend them 
againft the general enemies of the empire. 

“ Same day an Englith meffenger, with difpatches from 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, fet out for London by 
way of the North. 

A pentlemon after lamenting that the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty do not flation fome frigates or floops of war, in eur 
harbouts,, expreffes his furprife that the revenue cruizers are 
not provided with commiffions to fight againft an enemy. 
‘The vation is put to a confiderable expence to maintain thefe 
armed veffels, for the fole purpofe of feizing fome wretched 
fmuggling boat, whereas in time of war, they might}with ve- 
ty little additional coft, while they prevented illicit com-
